This scene is a forcible reminder of 


ths character, methods and power of 
the new pope. lie believed first of all 
in close human contact with his people 
and then in the efficacy of magnificent 
church decoration and striking ceremo- 
nial for the promotion of an elevated 
state of soul. He thoroughly eujoyed 
the splendor of the cathedral of St. 
Mark and witnessed with satisfaction 
how its spaciousness and beauty af- 
fected the worshipers. He was wont to 
organize special services involving 'dra- 
matic elements. 


On St. Mark's day, before C o'clock in 


the morning, the cathedral was always 
filled with an eager multitude. Large 
gondolas brought boat loads of work- 
ingmen from the different parishes in 
the city to the landing steps on the 
Grand canal. Each parish formed a 
procession, with the parish priest at its 
head in his black cassock singing the 
litany. One procession followed anoth- 
er into the church and up to the chan- 
cel steps, where each in turn broke 
ranks. The inpouring of these paro- 
chial processions continued until St. 
Mark's was packed almost entirely 
with workinginen and their spiritual 
leaders. 


Then Cardinal Sarto. gorgeously ar- 


rayed, mounted the pulpit nnd preach- 
ed a sermon. His natural eloquence 
made doubly effective the- inculcation 
of lofty ideals of private morality, pa- 
triotism and civic duty. His sermons 
were always punctuated with appiause. 
Nobody could overlook the close sym- 
pathy between the preacher and the 
people. It is thought in Venice that 
such a leader will breathe a new spirit 
into the papacy which will revive the 
most remote disciples of the Catholic 
faith.

An lopenioiiH Oprratlon That Is Tcr-

The first pins made in this country 


were very crr.de indeed, merely a bit 
of wire twisted into n knot for a head 
at one end and sharpened to a point at 
the other. 
Their successors of today 


undergo a surprising variety of opera- 
tions before they arc considered fit for 
use. 


In comparison with the size of the 


object manufactured the operations 
seem hcwilderinRly numerous, but if 
there be one process more remarkable 
than another it is "papering the pius." 
The 
papers, 
having 
been 
passed 


through an ingenious machine which, 
at rcsular intervals, according to the 
si/.e of the pin. pinches up a fold and 
pricks a hole in it, arc ready to receive 
the pins. 


For this purpose there is another ma- 


chine, worked by two children. One 
feeds the pins, the other the papers 
The first part of the uiacbino is a bos 
about twelve inches lone, six broad nnd 
four deep. The bottom is composed ol 
small square stoel bars, .sufllcI.nUy fui 
apart to let the shank of the pin fall 
through, but not the head. These ban 
aro just as thick as the space between 
papered pins. The -ower part of th' 
bottom of the box is made to detach H_ 
self as soon as the row of pins is com 
plete.
